Hawkesworth describes the circumstances under 
which Sir J. Banks took part in the expedition ; Banks engaged Dr. Solander, a Swede, 
and educated under Linnsus, and also two draughtamen— one for views and figures, 
the other for natural history subjoots. Banks " kept an accurate and circumstantial 
journal of the voyage, and . . . was so obliging as to put it into my hands, with 
permission to take out of it whatever I thought would improve or embellish the 
narrative. . . . The papers of Captain Cook contained a very particular account of 
all the nautical incidents of the voyage, and a very minute description of the figure 
and extent of the countries he had visited, with the bearings of the headlands and bays 
that diversify the coasts, the situation of the liarbours in which shipping may obtain 
refreshments, with the depth of water wherever there were soundings ; the latitudes, 
longitudes, variation of the needle, and such other particulars as lay in his depart- 
ment. . . . But in the papers which were communicated to me by Mr. Banks, I 
found a great variety of incidents which had not come under the notice of Captain 
Cook, with descriptions of countries and people, their productions, manners, customs, 
religion, policy, and language." ... To Banks also are duo the designs of the 
engravings, except the maps, charts, and views of the coasts as they appear at sea. 
(Vol. ii. pp. xi.-xiv.) 

The " manuscript account of each voyage was read lo the respective Commanders 
at the Admiralty. . . . The account of the voyage of the Endeavour was also read 
to Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, in whose hands, as well as in those of Captain Cook 
the manuscript was left for a considerable time after the reading.

It was soon discovered, however, 
that in his preface the editor heul expressed some ideas apparently at variance with 
the established religion. . . . Hawkesworth was now suspected of having aimed a 
secret blow at religion, and his simple and naive descriptions of savage life were 
represented as dangerous and immoral."— ii^nc^/c.

Sydney Parkinson was the son of an Edinburgh brewer, a Quaker, and accom- 
panied Banks as botanical draughtsman on Cook's second voyage to the South Seas, 
1768-71. He died on the voyage home in January, 1771. 

Parkinson left behind him a journal of the voyage which was missing after his 
death. His brother Stanfield. who insinuates that it was secreted by Banks, at length 
" procured, by purchase, loan, «,nd gift, not Indeed the fair copy of my brother's 
journal, but so many of his manuscripts and drawings, as to enable me to present the 
following work, in its present form, to the public." 

Friends of Joseph Banks, Dr. Fothergill in particular, offered sums of money to 
Stanfield to drop the intended publication. Dr. Hawkesworth, the compiler of Cook's 
voyages, filed a bill in Chancery praying for an injunction to prohibit the publication

Two thousand pounds, which had been granted by the govern- 
ment for the plates of the work, were to have been equally divided between Cook and 
Forster for this purpose ; but Forster's performance of his part of the undertaking 
was disapproved, and he was deprived of the advantage which he expected to have 
derived from the plates."

The Polynesian race (which is one race) has the characteristics alike of the white, 
yellow, and black races : the yellow appears in the colour ; the black in the features 
and shape of the cranium ; the white is the dominant element. The Polynesians 
came from the eastern archipelagoes of Asia, where we still find the mother-race. 
They settled at first in Samoa and Tonga, and then passed to other archipelagoes. 
Some of the islands they found deserted, others occupied by a dark race. Whether 
remaining pure, or allied to these wandering negro tribes, they formed secondary 
centres whence have sprung new colonies. None of these migrations belongs to pre- 
historic times ; some of the chief of them occurred a few years before or after the 
Christian era ; others are more recent, and some are entirely modem.

Sir B. Owen states in the preface : The fragment of bone figured in pi. 73 " was 
brought for sale to the College of Surgeons in 1839 by an individual who stated that 
ho had obtained it in New Zealand from a native, who told him that it was the bono 
of a great Eagle." Sir B. proceeded to compare it, first with the skeleton of the ox, 
then with that of the ostrich. Finally, " I arrived at the conviction that the speci- 
men had come from a bird, that it was the shaft of a thigh-bone, and that it must 
have formed part of the skeleton of a bird as large as, if not larger than, the full- 
sized male ostrich." He made drawings which, with his descriptions and conclusions, 
were submitted to the Zoological Society of Loudon, Nov. 12, 1839. There was some 
hesitation to admit the paper into the Transactions. "On the publication of the 
volume in 1838 isic] , one hundred copies of the paper were struck off ; and these I 
distributed in every quarter of the islands of N.Z. where attention to such evidences 
was likely to be attracted. . . . The confirmatory response, anxiously exi)eoted 
through . . . 1840. 1841, and 1842, at length arrived." in letters from Bev. W. Cotton 
and Col. Wakefield, and in the collection of bones transmitted by Bev. W. Williams. 

There are 41 Memoiis, of which four relate to the wingless birds of other coun- 
tries. The second (on the genus Dinomis) reproduces (pp. 73-4) the abstract of the 
Memoir on the first fragment of bone received, and gives W. Williams's letter to Dr. 
Buckland (pp. 75-C, note). A Memoir (pp. 454-9) adduces from Sir Q. Grey, J. White, 
and Bov. B. Taylor, traditional and other testimonies to the recent disappearance of 
the moa, and its causes. A " Conclusion " (pp. 460-5) speculates in a Ijamarckian 
vein on the origin of the species by way of degeneration from antecedent winged 
forms. 

Dr. Mantell sought to claim for Mr. Colonso priority in the discovery of the 
struthious character of the moa. The Quarterly Beview, xc. 404-5, note, disposes of 
the claim. Prof. Owen's first Memoir was despatched to N.Z. in Dec. 1899, and re- 
ceived in 1840. Mr. C.'s paper, dated May 1, 1842, appe€urod in Taamanian Journal, 
vol. ii., no. 8, 1844.* The Athenarum, no. 850, reports Owen's lecture at the Boyal Insti- 
tution on the wingless birds of N.Z. 

The Quarterly Beviewer, xc. 402. note, well remembers seeing the " fragment of 
the shaft of the femur when it first arrived, and hearing the opinion of the I'rofessor 
as to the bird to which it must have belonged. Ho took, in our presence, a piece of 
paper, and drew the outline of what he conceived to be the complete bone. . . . 
When a perfect bone arrived, and was laid on the paper, it fitted the outline exactly." 
The Beviewer was also present when the case of moa-bones sent by W. Williams was 
opened at the Museum (p. 403).
